which he argued was 
unreasonable, 
unconstitutional 
and 
unauthorized 
bv the eighteenth amendment. 


1 he American medical association 
supported Lam bert’s contention, fil­

th at alcohol had wholesome medical 
uses and stating that the 
maximum 
doses allowed by law had no relation 
whatever to the medical needs of the 
sick.
